H ITLER ROSE to power in Germany on an Anti-Communistic 


platform; the main foe internally and externally according to 


the Nazi Chief was Russia and the Communistic State 

Mussolini achieved his. present position on much the 
same platform, and the Rome-Berlin Axis was created ostensively 
as an Anti-Communistic pact. 

.Communism may ‘still be the chief enemy of Facism 


and Nazism. So far-as we are aware, neither Hitler nor Mussolini : 


while they critisize the efficientcy of the democracies, have 
ever declared the democracies to be enemies of the Facist or Nazi 
States. 

Developments over the period of the last two vears 
tend to show that the Rome-Berlin Axis is in grave danger of de- 
veloping into an Anti-Democratic Axis, as well as an Anti-Com-~ 
munistic one. 

Germany has recently announced her determination to 
increase her navy and has used Russian Naval building as one of 
the main reasons for this move, but more probably Germany is in- 
creasing her navy to off-set in part the present British Naval super- 
iority. Apparently supreme in the air and on land her next ambi- 
tion is to reach parity on the sea. 

DEMOCRACY AND DEFENCE J 


f= ence of every party and place will join in applauding 
President Roosevelt's eloquent call for stronger defense in his 
annual message to Congress. _ Particularly appealing was his link- 
ing of three, “indispensible” institutions: 


The defense of religion, of democracy and of good faith among 
nations is all the same fight. To save one we must now make 
up our minds to save all! 


On that common ground, the national unity which Mr. Roosevelt 
termed essential to defense is instantly achieved. 

In the debate which must follow when defense gets 
into more specific terms and questions of What? Where? How? 
begin to divide, it will be well to remember this broad basis of 
unity. For quickly the President’s message itself invokes questions. 
There is anything but national unity on many features of thesAd- 
ministration’s domestic program, particularly on the two. maif 


phases the President mentioned, its methods for bringing “capital |” 


and man-power together’ and its policy of aieen Jovestmaph 


“out of an unbalanced budget. 


But ‘those policies need further dinciaslog and for’ the 
moment it will be well to keep to defense, for that is the dominant 
and dynamic element of the President's program today. One of. the 
inevitable questions which arise when we start to. think through 
the defense problem is, “What is to be defended?” | Mr,. Roosevelt 
gives a clear answer—“Religion, democracy and good faith among 
nations.” He says the challenge is economic and’ military, \ and 
would of course include defense of national economic and territorial 
interests. ' ' 


It is well to-think of all these things, for they enter iio 


the next question about defense: «© “Where?” Mr, Roosevelt's 
answer is in effect, At home, by making democracy work; in the 
Western Hemisphere, by “ Continental solidarity” along the Lima 
lines; and. wherever American ideals or interests are attached, by 
ending neutrality legislation which may give “aid to an aggressor” 
and by readiness of armed. defense whch wil lessen the “probability 
of attack.” 5 
In this reply the President partially answers the, other 
question: “How defend democracy?” In a few days he will make 
further answer in specific recommendations to Congress or increase 
and improvement of the armed forces and mobilization of industrial 
resources. This may be called technical defense. _ The army and 
navy want efficiency first of all—steady, careful building. The 
President apparently is interested in a quicker, more spectacular 
program that could be used primarily for what may b called diplo- 
matic defense. The American people will need to think much 
about these two concep i in the next few months. On this question 
they must “know what iS going on and where they are going,’ 


For here is where misunderstanding and differences will 
be hardest to meet, Americans are awakening to the fact :that 
they cannot live unto themselves. Their supposedly “isolated 
country has been profoundly affected by the shifting of a : 

4,000 miles away in Europe and by an undelcared war 6, 
away across the Pacific. “They do not know how. vitally aoeir 


national interests are affected but their own emotions have con-

SOMETHING OVER WHICH TO PONDER 


IN.THE YEAR 1937, Western Canada raised 159 million bushels 
of wheat, the value of which at current market prices was $163,- 
290,000 net to the producer. , In 1938 the West produced 324 
million bushels of wheat, the value of which was given as $184,- 
380,000. Western Canada more than doubled its production in 
1938 over the previous year, but the increased Price was only a 
little over $21,000,000 greater. 
If there had been no minimum price the cash value 
would have been only $119,580,000, based on prevalent open 
market values, or nearly $43,000,000 less than the cash value 
of the 1937 crop, which was less than half as large.as the 1938 
yield. —Drumheller Mail.
